EXCELLENT WORK. 

It is difficult to describe Emil Jannings’s 
work in this film. He has reached levels far 
above. his work in even such productions as 
“Variety’’ and “The Way of all Flesh.” 
His range of characterisation is amazing, and 
in every varying phase his work is masterly. 
Even in those opening scenes where he is 
seen as one of a vast army of outcasts who 
form the ' bread line at Hollywood,” his 
is a magnetic personality that lifts him above 
the rest. He is a most imposing figure as 
the Russian General, imparting an air of 
military distinction to the part, commanding 
not only the fear and respect, but the 
admiring hero-worship of all ranks. That 
there is a warm, lovable nature behind his 
outward iron pose is very evident in his 
scenes with the actress-revolutionary leader, 
in some of which Jannings makes a delight- 
ful lover. But, like the rirtuose that he is, 
havmg played with these feelings, he pro- 
ceeds to play on the more tragic aspect of 
the story, and sweeps one along with him 
through the horrors of the revolution. He 
achieves eat moments in the incidents 
whére he is taken by the mob and brutally 
treated. One would have said at this stage 
“ Knough,” but both actor (Jannings) and 
producer (Josef von Sternberg) wanted 
something bigger still, and so Jannings is 
swept on to a final curtain that is as stirring 
as it is unexpected. Jannings rises superbiy 
to the call, and ends his magnificent work 
ón a great striking note. 

With Jannings, the chief honours in the 
production go to Evelyn Brant, who in her 
work as the revolutionary actress, achieves 
a greater success than in anything she has 
previously done. She shows wonderful 
versatility in her acting, and is especially 
fine in the more intimate love-making scenes, 
and later in her mad frenzy when leading 
the mob against the man whom she loves. 
Richard Powell, so familiar as a bad man 
of the films, has a part that gives him 
plenty of scope, and he does his work well. 
The greatest care has been taken in the 
filling of the various minor parts, and the 
crowd scenes and military parades, as wel! 
as the front line scenes, have been well 
managed.

The cost of the Army 
for the current year is £1,804,433. Mr. 
Blythe wishes to reduce this figure to 
£1,500,000, which, according to the 
Minister for Defence, will be the normal 
cost of the defence forces in the future. To 
this end the existing organisation of the 
Army will be abolished and will be replaced 
by a new system. Henceforward there will 
be a small Standing Army, an “A” and 
u **B’’ Reserve, and a Volunteer Force. 
The Standing Army, which at present con- 
sists of 736 officers and 7,919 other ranks, 
will be reduced to a maximum of 5,000 
officers and men, and will be made an ex- 
ceedingly efficient little force in which, in 
Mr. Fitzgerald's words, every private will 
be a potential non-commissioned officer. 
An important function of this army will be 
the instruction of. the two Reserves and 
the Volunteer Force. The “A’’ Reserva, 
which already is in existence, will be 
formed of\men who have served with the 
Regular Army, and the “B” Reserve 
will consist principally of men who have 
_had no former military experience. The 
Volunteer Force probably will be recruited 
on a territorial basis and will be open to 
all able-bodied citizens of the Free State. 
In regard to the men, the process of reduc- 
tion wil] not be difficult; for, as in sll 
regular armies, they have joined up for a 
definite period of"time, on the expiration 
of which they are placed automatically on 
the “A’’ Reserve. By the suspension of 
recruiting, therefore, the total strength 
gradually can be diminished until the 
desired number is reached. Officers, how- 
ever, are in a different category. They 
have joined the Army not for a period of 
years, but as a career, and the only way 
in which their number can be reduced is 
by their voluntary retirement. In order 
to encourage officers to retire the Army 
authorities are offering tempting térms. 
Any officer who joined the Army before 
October, 1924, and has seen continuous 
service since that date, will receive two 
years’ full pay and allowances if he agrees 
to retire, while substantial inducements 
also will be offered to those who joined 
the Army at a later date.

SURPRISE BY 
SCIENTIST. 


FLAW -IN NOBEL PRIZE- 
WINNER’S CALCULATIONS. 
A scientific surprise will be introduced with 
the appearance im the next proceedings of 
the Royal Society of a paper by a physicist 
named Siegbahn. 
Much scientific knowledge has been founded 
on the calculations of how much electricity 
composes the clectron—the brick of which 
everything from a table to a man is built. 
Professor R. A. Millikan, of California, 
deduced the figure accepted at present by 
charging with electricity droplets of oil from 
a spray. He was awarded the Nobel Prize 
in 1925 for this work. 
Now Siegbahn, by a brilliant new method, 
has found that Mullikan’s figure is millions 
of times too big.

B a- coincidence Professor A. 5S. 
Eddington, of Cambridge University, has 
just made a new theoretical calculation 


of the important figure, founded on rela- 
tivity considerations, and his resuit agrees 
with Siegbahn’s. Already the news is fying 
round to scientists. “When the paper °s 
published it will be a really great scientific 
sensation, ” said a Cambridge physicist to a 
Press representative. 
It is likely that a great deal of scientific 
knowledge wil] have to be revised as a result 
of this latest discovery. 
[It was thought until recently that the 
atom was the foundation of everything. 
Recently, however, it was discovered that 
the atom could be ‘‘ split,’’ and that its walls 
were formed by electrons—particles of elec- 
tricity. To give an_idea of the size of an 
electron, Professor E* N. da C. Andrade says 
that to count the number of electrons } assing 
through the filament of an ordinary electric 
lamp for one second it would take all the 
inhabitants of the earth, counting night and 
day as fast as they could go. two years. ] 


ANOTHER DICTATOR. 


KING ALEXANDER’S 
DECISION.

The maintenance of Yugoslav unity is a Euro 
On interest; the division of the triune 
ingdom might satisfy some narrowly parti- 
cularist sentiments, but the verv weakness of 
its “ succession States’’ would revive old 
rancours and encourage new appetites and 
ambitions. The fact that the new Prime 
Minister is a General, who has had a stirring 
and varied career, may arouse anxiety iD 
some neighbouring countries, where respect 
for the prowess of the Yugoslav soldier is 
not always accompanied hy complete confi- 
dence in the pacific intentions of his leaders. 
The maintenance of M. Marinkovitch as 
Foreign Minister, however, is regarded in 
Paris and London as a preof that no sudden 
or adventurous change in foreign policy is 
to be feared. It is even possible that in the 
altered conditions he may be more successful 
in improving the relations of Lis country with 
Italy and with Balgaria. 

From the standpoint of all who desire 
European peace the temporary absolutism of 
the King is certainly a safer solution of the 
internal crisis than a military dictatorship, 
and it may be assumed with some confidence 
that King Alexander is too wise and indepen- 
dent a leader t> allow a Government formed 
by him, with the expressed object of reform- 
ing and organising his kingdom, to fall under 
the control of any military camarilla.

By the end 
of this year the Defence Forces, as the 
Army has hitherto been known, will be 
scrapped, and a military organisation 
more suitable to the country’s needs estab- 
lished in its place. 

The taxpayer will be glad to know that 
the Army of the future, while giving more 
efficient service, will cost less. During the 


current year expenditure on the Service |: 


amounted to £1,804,433; it is hoped that 
next year the Army estimate will be no 
more than £1,500,000, which, as has been 
jndicated in Ministerial speeches in the 
Dail, may be regarded as the normal ex- 
penditure on the Army in the future.

The great endurance flight of the COues-s 
tion Mark ended at 2.12 this afternoon, 
when the aeroplane was forced down 
owing to engine trouble, after the remark- 
able record of 150 hours 45 minutes con- 
tinuous flight had been established. , 


RE-FUELLED IN THE AIR. 

No airship or ‘aeroplane has ever Free 
mained in the air for so long a period. 
Its flight has definitely established the 
practicability of re-fuelling an aeroplane 
in the air. 

The machine circled round the aero- 
drome, and glided to a perfect landing 
about three hundred yatds away from the 
main hangars. A number of Army 
officers rushed out to' meet the great 
black-bodied ship as she.taxied to a stand- 
still, and assisted the crew of five out of 
the cabin; where they had lived for nearly 
a week. 

Half-an-hour before landing, just as the 
aeroplane had passed the 150-hour mark, 
Major Carlspatz, the Commander, com- 
plained of trouble with the left motor. . 
“ The left motor is acting badly,” said 
Major Spatz. “We can take aboard only 
fifty gallons at a time. Send up filí: 
gallons hourly until we are forced down.’ 


A MONOTONOUS NIGHT. 
All last night, with its lights shining in 
the keen air some four to five thousand 
feet alot, the aeroplane had continued to 
circle monotonously. . 
The engines missed fire repeatedly yes- 
terday, and in notes dropped from the 
aeroplane the flyers had complained of 
cold, because one of their windows had 
dropped out. 
However, when the fuelling was accom- 
plished, the motors behaved better. 
Another window was also let down by 
rope from the supply ’plane to the flyers, 
who then seemed to settle down in a 
dogged attempt to establish a figure of 
continuous flight that would last.
